BILL GUNTER: Until Jan. 1, 
1978, all you must show at the 
automobile inspection station is

BILL GUNTER: The rate freeze 
will be in effect until Jan. 1, 1978. 
It includes only private passenger 
automobile rates for Шу Injury 
Liability, Personal Injury Protec- 
tion and Uninsured Motorist cover- 
age and it does not include rates 
for the Joint Underwriting Associ- 
ation. 


During this time, your insurance 
rates for these types of coverage 
cannot be incteased. Beyond that 
date, it is hard to tell what will 
happen. Without a major overhaul 


of the law or the insurance system, . 


however, I fully. expect rates to 
continue their upward spiral after 
Jan. 1, until the Legislature enacts 
approriate changes in the law. 


Q: If I receive a ticket, can my 
insurance company go up on my 
premiums? If I have an accident, 
can they cancel my policy or refuse 
to renew it.? > 


BILL GUNTER: As of July 1, 
1977, an insurance company cannot 
add a surcharge to the cost of your 
insurance because of a minor traf 
fic violation unless the company 
shows a direct relationship be- 
tween the violation and 4n acci- 
dent.

A hearing 
loss can seriously affect every- 
thing from social relationships to 
job performance. 

But consumers who think-their 
hearing is failing should not let 
themselves һе  pressured ог 
tricked into buying a hearing aid. 
Unscrupulous or illtrained hear- 
ing aid sales people may take 
advantage of the hard of hearing 
by making false promises and 
claims about the benefits of the 
hearing aid they sell. 

If you are having hearing 
difficulties, don't panic, Instead, 
follow these guidelines: 

“*Have-your ears checked'by а 
doctor, ЖЫ) one who 
specializes in diseases of the ear. 
It may be possible to correct your 
hearing loss with medical treat- 
ments or surgery. 

*If the doctor thinks that your 
hearing might be- helped by a 
hearing, aid, asked to be referred 
to an audiologist. An audiologist 
is a person specially trained to 
give hearing tests, and he can 
determine what kind of hearing 
aid is best for you. 

*Purchase the hearing aid with 
care: ` 

-Make certain yoy tell the 
dealer what kind of hearing aid 
the duiologist recommended. 

Compare the prices of at least 
three dealers before buying. 

Get all the facts about the 
hearing aid-including its complete 
cost- and. guarantee-in writing 
before you buy.

If a household does not receive 
authorization to purchase fooc 
stamps within the prescribed time 
limit, their lost. food stamp 
benefits must be restored. Lost 
benefits are calculated from the 
first day of the month which 
follows the month of application. 

For example, a household 
applying in March would have to 
be able to purchase its food 
stamps before the end of April. 
Otherwise, the full amount. of 
bonus stamps the household 
should have received in April is 
restored. Benefits are restored by 
increasing in future months the 
amount of bonus stamps the

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Time limits are set by USDA for 
providing food stamp benefits - 


household is entitled to receive. 

Although food stamp regula- 
tions require states to approve or 
deny a food stamp application 
within 30 days, until now there 
has been no time limit on actually 
giving an eligible household this 
opportunity to purchase their food 
stamp allotment. 

The amended regulations also: 

—estoblish a. procedure for 
restoring lost food stamp benefits 


to "zero purchase" households— 
those that get food stamps free 
because they have little or no 
income. These households would 
haye benefits . restored Бу 
increasing their monthly stamp 
allotment by up to 50 percent.
